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CAUSES  OF  INFANT  DEATHS 


There  were  375  live  births  during  the  year,  an  increase  from  369 'in 
the  previous  year.  There  were  eight  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year.  This  represents  an  improvement  over  1971  when  there  were 
18  such  deaths. 

Deaths  of  children  under  one  week  an  One  of  these  children  had 
a  serious  congenital  abnormality  and  the  other  was  premature. 

Deaths  of  children  one  to  four  weeks  (2)  One  of  these  children  died 
of  an  abdominal  complaint  and  the  other  of  a  respiratory  illness. 

Deaths  of  children  four  weeks  -  one  year  (4)  Three  of  these  were 
deaths  due  to  respiratory  illnesses;  in  the  fourth  an  abdominal 
complaint  and  a  respiratory  illness  were  combined. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  shows  a  decrease  on  1971  when  it  was 
45.0.  This  reflects  the  fall  in  infant  deaths  together  with  a  rise 
of  stillbirths  from  six  to  nine. 

Apart  from  the  deaths  of  the  older  infants  at  home  all  the  other 
mortality  of  the  infant  group  occurred  in  hospital. 

All  stillbirths  and  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  are  studied  by 
the  Maternity  Liaison  Committees  for  East  and  West  Cumberland. 
Variations  in  local  rates  are  to  be  expected  because  of  the  very 
small  numbers  involved. 

In  general  the  infant  health  results  show  improvement  over  last  year 
but  a  further  improvement  is  to  be  hoped  for. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH  AT  DIFFERENT  PERIODS  OF  LIFE  DURING  1972 
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In  1972  there  were  66  deaths  due  to  cancer.  Thirteen  of  these 
were  cancers  of  the  lung,  10  male  and  three  female.  The  major 
factor  in  this  foim  of  cancer  is  of  course  cigarette  smoking. 
Cigarette  smoking  contributes  to  bronchitis  and  there  were  eight 
male  deaths  plus  one  female  death  from  bronchitis  and  emphysema. 

These  statistics  are  the  same  as  in  1971. 

Ischaemic  heart  disease,  commonly  known  as  coronary  heart  disease 
caused  the  death  of  54  males  and  48  females.  This  is  the  commonest 
single  cause  of  death.  This  is  the  third  important  group  of  deaths 
where  smoking  makes  ius  contribution  to  ill  health. 

All  potential  school  leavers  in  the  area  are  addressed  on  the 
problems  of  smoking  and  health.  There  cannot  be  any  smoker  resident 
in  the  district  who  is  unaware  of  the  dangers  of  smoking  cigarettes. 
No  logical  person  can  dispute  the  facts  and  the  appearance  of 
government  health  warnings  on  cigarette  packets  and  advertisements 
serve  as  a  constant  reminder.

Measles  again  provided  the  largest  statistic  in  notified  infectious 
disease.  With  an  effective  vaccine  against  measles  being  used 
extensively  in  the  district  it  is  hoped  that  eventually  this  may 
become  an  uncommon  or  absent  disease  in  the  community.  The  vaccine 
is  mainly  given  through  booked  appointments  at  the  family  doctor’s 
surgery  through  the  County  Council’s  computerised  immunisation  scheme. 
Measles  notifications  have  again  fallen  from  132  cases  in  1971  but  the 
figures  remain  high.  Older  unimmunised  children  were  mainly  affected. 

Infective  jaundice  has  again  given  rise  to  some  notifications  during 
the  year.  Children  of  5-15  years  have  been  mainly  affected  as  in 
1971.  Control  is  difficult  because  of  the  long  incubation  period 
for  this  disease.  All  cases  have  been  investigated  for  association 
with  food  handling. 

Cases  of  scarlet  fever. were  similarly  investigated.

TUBERCULOSIS

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  contribution  to  the  Health  Report  for 
the  year  1972. 

HOUSING  There  has  been  an  increase  of  242  houses  occupied  during  the 
year  under  review  with  66  of  these  being  built  for  Council  letting  by 
The  North  Eastern  Housing  Association  Limited.  One  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  this  being 
the  largest  number  since  1968.  Probably  due  to  this  and  the  continued 
programme  of  house  building  together  with  the  occupancy  of  the  ex-Naval 
properties  at  Anthom  the  number  of  applicants  for  accommodation  was 
reduced  by  17  per  cent.  Unfortunately  very  little  building  in  the 
public  sector  is  expected  in  1973. 

Progress  for  the  revitalization  of  the  former  pit  village  of  Harriston 
did  not  proceed  as  rapidly  as  was  hoped  and  the  decline  of  the  state 
of  the  dwellings  there  has  continued.  The  pattern  of  closure  of  unfit 
dwellings  on  vacation  has  continued  but  this  has  helped  to  increase  the 
state  of  dereliction  in  the  village  by  the  vandalism  occurring  in  the 
empty  properties. 

With  the  increase  of  grant  aid  from  one  half  to  three  quarters,  applic¬ 
ations  for  grant  aid  continued  to  rise.  A  total  of  870  visits,  an 
increase  of  300  on  the  previous  year,  were  made  in  connection  with 
grants  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  fiftyfour  dwellings  were 
improved  involving  £116.322  grant  aid  paid  out.  These  figures  are 
expected  to  be  even  greater  during  1973. 

Many  properties  in  the  district  still  lack  modem  amenities  and  would 
be  capable  of  modernisation.  Some  are  occupied  by  elderly  persons 
who  do  not  have  the  means  to  carry  out  their  own  improvements  and  in 
any  case  would  prefer  to  have  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  bungalow 
accommodation.  This  need  in  the  district  of  bungalows  for  letting 
if  met  by  further  building  would  release  property  for  improvement  to  be 
purchased  in  many  cases  by  future  owner/occupiers. 

FOOD  Milk  and  Ice  Cream  Sampling  results  again  have  been  generally 
satisfactory.  Action  resulting  from  the  failure  of  some  milk  samples 
from  a  small  local  dairy  to  pass  the  phosphatase  test  resulted  in  the 
owner  discontinuing  the  pasteurising  of  milk. 

Other  Foods  Again  the  percentage  of  the  inspectorate’s  time  devoted 
to  food  hygiene  and  the  inspection  of  foodshops  was  disappointing. 
Unfortunately  routine  work  is  often  neglected  when  the  pressure  of 
incoming  work  is  great,  and  can  only  be  accommodated  satisfactorily 
when  adequate  staff  is  available  to  cover  the  increased  volume  of  work. 
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Meat  Inspection  Throughput  has  continued  at  a  high  rate  at  the  public 
abattoir  with  a  similar  number  of  animals  slaughtered  as  in  1971.  With 
the  still  increasing  demand  on  the  inspectorate's  time,  particularly  due 
to  improvement  grant  work,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  a 
meat  inspector. 

Water  Water  sampling  again  shows  satisfactory  results  from  the  public 
supply  provided  by  the  West  Cumberland  Water  Board  who  have  continued 
during  the  year  to  improve  supplies  in  the  district  where  pressure  is 
low.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  are  generally  from  private  supplies 
where  it  is  impossible  to  connect  to  the  public  supply. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  being 
maintained  throughout  the  district,  the  material  being  disposed  of  by 
tipping  in  two  disused  quarries  with  an  additional  two  small  tips  being 
used  once  weekly.  It  is  of  particular  concern  therefore  that  certain 
members  of  the  public  continue  to  dump  their  rubbish  in  unauthorised 
places  throughout  the  district,  thereby  desecrating  the  countryside  and 
providing  a  danger  to  farm  animals.  The  low  density  of  the  refuse 
nowadays  requires  the  use  of  vehicles  capable  of  compressing  the  material 
in  order  to  reduce  time  spent  on  visits  to  the  tips.  An  order  was  placed 
at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  supply  of  such  a  modem  vehicle  which  can 
accept  any  kind  of  household  refuse  left  for  collection.  With  the  con¬ 
version  of  a  local  factory  from  solid  fuel  to  natural  gas,  the  supply 
of  ash  for  covering  material  ceased,  and  other  material  such  as  the  re¬ 
use  of  refuse  from  an  old  tipping  site,  or  excavated  material  from 
building  sites,  had  to  be  used. 

POLLUTION  Further  complaints  were  received  concerning  the  discharge 
of  acid  droplets  into  the  atmosphere  at  Silloth  causing  damage  to 
vegetation  and  property.  The  firm  involved  manufactures  copper  foil 
from  waste  copper  using  the  principle  of  electrolysis.  Contamination 
of  a  nearby  water  course  was  also  occurring.  The  firm  have  undertaken 
to  provide  scrubbing  apparatus  to  prevent  further  discharge  of  acid 
droplets  and  to  provide  a  filtration  unit  for  the  liquid  effluent. 

Samples  of  fruit  and  vegetables  from  nearby  dwellings  were  taken  to 
check  for  excessive  copper  content. 

LEISURE  With  the  average  working  week  reducing  and  with  wages  and 
annual  holidays  increasing,  opportunities  for  recreational  activities 
have  been  growing  considerably  recently.  The  traditional  holiday 
resorts  have  become  overcrowded  and  people  are  looking  elsewhere  for 
places  to  spend  their  leisure  time.  This  has  caused  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  visitors  to  the  Solway  Coast.  The  number  of  licensed 
caravan  sites  has  increased,  but  many  people  are  using  the  common  land 
along  the  coast  to  site  their  caravans.  With  no  sanitary  facilities 
available  here  and  water  only  obtainable  from  local  householders,  there 
is  a  potential  -danger  to  health.  It  has,  so  far,  been  impossible  to 
control  this  situation,  although  no  health  hazards  have  been  attributed 
yet  to  the  conditions  existing. 
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As  far  as  sea  bathing  in  the  area  is  concerned,  raw  sewage ,  in  common 
with  most  coastal  areas,  is  discharged  directly  into  the  sea.  VJhile 
the  Medical  Research  Council  has  said  that  bathing  in  sewage  polluted 
sea  water  carries  a  negligible  risk  to  health,  if  only  for  amenity  or 
aesthetic  considerations,  steps  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  all 
sewage  will  be  treated  as  is  expected  in  inland  areas. 

CONCLUSION  I  am  particularly  indebted  to  my  colleagues  in  the  depart¬ 
ment,  both  to  the  inspectorate  and  clerical  staffs  for  their  assistance 
in  compiling  this  report,  and  also  to  their  loyalty  during  the  year. 
Appreciation  is  also  due  to  officials  and  other  members  of  staff  in  the 
other  departments  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  whenever  needed.
